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[57] ABSTRACT 

This invention is directed to a novel method and composi- 
tion for the treatment of diabetes mellitus (Type I, Impaired 
Glucose Tolerance ["IGT"]and Type II). More specifically, 
this invention pertains to a novel method of treating diabetes 
mellitus by incorporating a therapeutic amount of one or 
more insulin sensitizers along with one or more of an orally 
ingested insulin, an injected insulin, a sulfonylurea, a bigu- 
anide or an alpha-glucosidase inhibitor for the treatment of 
diabetes mellitus. 
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
